Paul Mason, Stamp 
Collector, Author 
And Student Passes 





Paul Mason, 76, former Phila- 
telic Editor, newspaper editor, sol- 
dier of fortune and.one time cap- 
tain of a Pacific trading schooner, 
died Monday, July 30th at his 
home in Columbus, Ohio. 

“Cap” as he was called by those 
who knew him best was a man 
of small stature but mighty in 
every one of his accomplish- 
ments. One could listen by the 
hour to his tales of fighting the 
pirates in the Chinese rivers, to 
tales of the days when he was 
a soldier of fortune and fought in 
the revolutions in Guatemala. 

It was probably this latter fact 
that made him interested in the 
stamps of Guatemala and at one 
time he had a very fine collection 
of this country. 

Known as “Cap” 

Mason was known as “Cap” 
from the days when his schoon- 
er, the “Morning Light,” sailed 
the Pacific. He traded in the Ha- 
waiian Islands during the reign of 
King Kamehameha, and it is leg- 
endary that he once played pok- 
er with the king. 

He ran off to sea when he was 
10 years old, and sailed until 1889 
when the “Morning Light” was 
wrecked in the famous Samoan 
typhoon. 

“Cap” Mason suffered leg injur- 
ies then, from which he never 
fully recovered. He spent a year 
in a naval hospital in Japan. Then 
returning to the United States, he 
entered the newspaper world and 
worked successively in Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Annapolis, the 
Carolina, Cleveland and Columbus. 

In 1910-11, Mason was editor 
of “The Stamp _ Collector” a 
monthly stamp Journal published 
by George W. Linn. During this 
period it was Mr. Mason who pre- 
pared the copy and accumulated 
the facts for the exposure of Ar- 
thur Tuttle in his sale of the Bain- 
bridge collection. 

A son, Joe Mason has been a 
stamp collector and is a news- 
paper correspondent. He has spent 
much of the past few years over 
Germany in a bomber and was a 
correspondent in Spain during the 
Spanish revolution. 





TWO PAIRS DO NOT 
MAKE BLOCK OF FOUR 





We have already reported that 
the 3c Roosevelt covers coming 
from Washington in block of four 
form are frequently made from 
two vertical pairs set on the cov- 
ers side by side. Now comes word 
from Duane Feisel of Detroit, that 
his le block of four from Hyde 
Park came in the same manner 

These are covers that are mail- 
ed direct to poustmasters for ser- 
vicing. No stamp dealer servicing 
covers would do such a thing. 

We have often remarked that 
the Postoffice Department needs 
an experienced Philatelist attach- 
ed to it in order that collectors 
wants may be UNDERSTOOD and 
filled properly. 

On the other hand, can this 
kind of service be given with the 
hope of driving all the cover busi- 
ness to the dealers?

We are pleased to illustrate all 
these mementos of Mr. Hunt’s 
college days and print herewith 
his letter which explains the ma- 
terial he has sent. 


In recent issues of your paper 
I have been much interested in 
the illustrations and items on Col- 
lege Stamps. They bring back 
memories of my own school days 
and from. personal experience 
with these stamps I can give you 
some additional information about 
them. 

“In 1901 I graduated from Har- 
bour’s business college, connected 
with St. Johnsbury Academy, St. 
Johnsbury, Vt. During my attend- 


ance there I used many stamps 
similar to those you have _ illus- 
trated. Everything at the school 


was conducted as near as possible 
like the real thing. 

A student on entering was gi- 
ven a certain amount in college 
currency with which to start bus- 
iness and it was entirely up to 
each student whether they showed 
a profit or loss on the business, 
There was a post-office, bank and 
merchandise emporium. During 
the course each one had to pre- 
side as manager over each of 
these offices. Business was trans< 
acted between the different stu- 
dents and also with the emporium 
both by personal interviews and 
by mail. Mail required a 2c stamp, 
the rate at that time, and was de- 
livered by the postmaster or plac- 
ed in the student’s box if he had 
one. Merchandise was represented 
by small cards and was sold un- 
der all the terms used in real 
business, currency, check drawn 
on the bank, notes, etc. As this 
was shortly after the Spanish- 
American war when _ revenue 
stamps were required on checks 
and other documents, a_ revenue 
stamp was used at the school. 


I am enclosing, for your in- 
spection, one of the postage 
stamps .and three denominations 
of the revenues, two merchandise 
cards and a complete set of the 
currency from ic to $1000, also a 
stamp impression of the bank and 
cancelling stamp of the post-of- 
fice. I must request their return 
when you are through with them 
as they are all I have and I have 
cherished them for nearly half a 
century as mementos of a time in 
my life which I wish I might live 
over again.

Since printing the list of the® 


Japanese Occupation stamps of 
the Philippines in our issue of 
March 29th, we have another cov- 
er from T/Sgt. T. H. Price which 
shows us three other stamps 
which were not pictured in the 
previous article but which were 
listed as numbers 60, 61 and 62 
and at the time the list was first 
made these were listed as 5c, 12c 
and 20c denominations. 

The new stamps are shown 
above on a first day cover and 
were issued to celebrate the Ist 
Anniversary of the Proclamation 
of Independence as foisted on the 
Filipinos by the Japanese on Octo- 
ber 14, 1943, the first anniver- 
sary date being October 14, 1944. 

Apparently a special cancella- 


tion was made for these as_ the 
cancellation reads “REPUBLI- 
KANG PILIPINAS” «at top and 


“MAYNILA” at the bottom. A 
Coat of arms of the Philippines is 
is center with date below. 

The three stamps are identical 
except for denomination. There is 
a 5s brown, 7s green and 20s 
blue.

At the same time, 
mo publisher, either by instruction of the ASDA or 
of his own accord, has any right to put the insignia 
of the ASDA in any piece of advertising he may 
print without the instruction or permission of the 
advertiser. What the ASDA should do is to make a 
motion that every member of the ASDA is required 
to include in évery published advertisement he 
may have printed, as well as on all circular mat- 
ter, stationerys etc. the insignia of the ASDA. Then

Clever Case | 
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By Lawrence W. Case 

THE ASDA— I have been in 
the midst of some torrid corres- 
pondence with a few members of 
the American Stamp Dealers As- 
sociation and following two let- 
ters to the president of that or- 
ganization, I am in receipt of a 
letter from prexy Norman Ser- 
phos, which brings interesting 
and welcome news, 

There has been, and still is, a 
good deal of anti-ASDA feeling 
among dealers in the country, and 
based on some of the past history 
of that organization this feeling 
has not been unfounded. Now 
comes a letter from Mr. Serphos 
informing me that after much 
ground work by Robert Graham 
and himself, the association has 
begun to function as we have al- 
ways hoped it would. The most 
important bit of news I can bring 
you is that the board of directors 
of that organization have gone to 
Washington in a body and have 
consulted with the Federal Trade 
Commission for the purpose of 
putting an end to unsolicited ap- 
provals. If ASDA does nothing the 
rest of the year, they have earned 
and deserve a deep bow of ap- 
preciation from every dealer and 
collector in the country. But Mr. 
Serphos has promised more action 
and more announcements in the 
fall and I believe the organization 
is taking the kind of shape every 
dealer has always wanted. 

I therefore am urging every 
dealer in the United States to im- 
mediately apply for membership 
in the American Stamp Dealers 
Association, Inc. and you may ad- 
dress your letter to Mr. Robert 
Graham care of that association 
at 500 Fifth Ave., New York, 17, 
N. Y. The popular complaint is 
that ASDA is too “New York”, 
and not enough for the dealer in 
Illinois, California, or any other 
state. At the present time that 
may be true, but I am sure that 
if enough dealers in the state of 
Illinois joined and asked for it, 
local meetings could be held in 
Chicago monthly, and reports of 
those meetings sent to New York. 
The same thing applies to Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Buffalo, Los Ange- 
les, San Francisco, Minneapolis, 
Milwaukee, and dozens of other 
cities. 

I personally know many of the 
anti-ASDA leaders. I say to you, 
for the good of philately, and for 
the welfare of your own business, 
join A. S. D. A. and do it NOW. 
Don’t wait! If the organization is 
to function 100%, it must have 
the backing of every legitimate 
dealer in the country, and if AS- 
DA functions, as I believe it will 
function, non-membership in this 
organization will be the cause of 
questioning on the part of phil- 
atelists who should be appraised 
of the work that is being done. I 
hereby invite A. S. D. A. to send 
any information they believe will 
be helpful to their cause to this 
column for immediate publication. 
I again urge every dealer to join 
and to take immediate steps to- 
wards membership. 

THISA AND THATA. What 
large wholesale firm in New York
